THE MAIDEN OF LUNE®URG, | 


In the spring of 1813 the French occupied | 
a large portion of the north of Germany. 
The apirit of the nation was roused ayainst} 
the invaders, and a determined effort w as | 
mede to drive them from the country. Al!- 
lied with those German powers who dared 
to oppose Napoleon, Russian troops fought 
side by side with the soldiers of the Father- | 
land against the hated French, 

Early in March, the Russian Colonel Tet- 
tenborn was sent from Berlin to expel the 
French from Hamburg and to protest Lubeck. 
He found the enemy retreating towards the 
west, and that, among other places, they had} 
evacuated the little town of Luneburg. ‘Tet- 
tenborn continued his march. Meantime the 
French General Morand, reinforced by St. 
Cyr, turned back to Luneburg. ‘Lhe Allies} 
sent General von Dornberg tuo protect the 
town. Within three hours’ march of Lune- 
berg, he learnt that Morand had re-occupied 
the place the preceding day with a force of} 
thrice his strength. 

Von Dornberg waited a day for reinforce- 
ments, and advanced on the 2d of April, at 
noon, to theattack., Believing the assaulting 
column stronger then it really was, Morand | 
hastily retreated from the town by one issue | 
—the New Gate—as the Allies entered it by) 
another. The opposing forces encountered | 
in the streets, and atter a sanguivary skir- | 
mish the French were driven out. Atter the 
fight Morand learned ths real weakness of the 
victors, and determined to retrieve his error. 
Detaching portions of his force to penetrate | 
the town at other as#ailable points, with gal-| 
lant but rash impetuosity, the Freneh com- 
mander in person attacked the New Gate at 
three in the afternoon. The post was de- 
fended by Rusvian and Prussian guns, with | 
a tew Cossacks, while Prussian Jagers and 
Fusiliers were thrown out in advance. 

The engagement was hotly sustained, and 
the Gate gallantly held, VTaough the Prus- 
sian loss was heavy, the French made no sen- 
sible impression for upwards of an hour.— 
After that time the fire of the defenders be- | 
gan tv slacken, then nearly ceased, A mur-|

A CONTRABAND PREACHING: 


NIGHT SCENE ON THE TENNESSER RIVER, 


— 


The long trains that frequently rolled into 
Eastport, while J was stationed there, were 
not wholly under the eacort of our soldiers. 
This place of the Tennessee river was the 
base of supplies for the army at Juka and 
Tuscumbia, and the shipping point for that 
region of cotton, by steamers, to the north, 
All the trains must be guarded as they moved 
through the ‘‘ enemy's country,”’ but usually 
the cotton train had an escort of cavalry—- 
necessary to the succeys of the expedition— 
but always came'back with recruited num- 
bers. 

It was a sight:to sce, rather than to read 
of,—those forty, fifty, an handred or more 
wagons, rumbling slong towards the landing 
over the excellent road that winds along the 
base of those high hills, just back from the 
river, Nearly a mile of this road is in view 
from the landing, and on those wagons load- 
ed with cotton, wére hundreds of negroes, 
men, women and children; garnishing the 
train were led horses and mules, loaded with 
bundles of ‘‘ trans,’’ the personal property of 
the negroes ; dangling from the loads, were 
chickens, turkeys, geese, anything and every- 
thing that a ‘foraging party,” or slaves made 
free by ‘‘Massa Lincum,” could steal or tote” 
away. 

To-day, a train as above, would come in, 
unload, then out, andintwo or three days 
return again, It was amusing to watch the 
chattering and eagerness, and capers and an- 
tics of the first arrived, as they ran to meet 
the incoming train, to see and know “ who's 
done gone come dis time.’

A few words concerning the Woburn 
Branch Railroad. 


Many of the readers of the Journal, whose 
memories extend back over a period of nearly | 
twenty years, will remember the time when | 
the stage driven by Albert Carter, one of the! 
present conductors on the Woburn Branch, 
ewas the only public means the people of Wo 
burn had for reaching Boston. This mode 
of conveyance, though carried on with punc- 
tuality, was found, to be inadequate to meet 
the demands of the public, and in April, 
1844, the Boston & Lowell Rk, R. Corporation 
commenced running a train. from the 
Watering Station, every morning at 7 o'clock, 
to better accommodate those who wished to 
reach the city atan early hour. On thethir- 
tieth day of the December following, the first 
engine was run up over the Wobura Branch 
by Mr. Eli Cooper, with the superintendent 
of the road, Mr. Storer, for the purpose of 
inspection, and on the next day the first reg- 
ular passenger train lett Woburn Centre for 
Loston, and the train which left the Watering 
Station at 7 A. M., was consequently dis 
pensed with. Mr.Carter atonce received from 
the corporation the situation of conductor, 
which position he has filled ever since to the 
complete satisfaction of the public and his 
employers. uring all this time no accident 
has ever happened, the cause of which could 
be laid directly to any neglect of duty on his 
part, and his pramptness in all matters per- 
tainiog to his vocation will bear comparison 
with that of any othcr man, similarly situated 
in the country. Few men enter more fully, 
every day, into the advancement of the in- 
terests of their employers, than he does; and 
it is the wish of hundreds, who daily commit 
themselves to hia care, that he may be aa suc- 
ceasful and fortunate in the future as he has 
been in the pust, 

No little excitement existed at the time 
when the site for the depot was to be se- 
lected, feme wanted it in one place, and 
some in another, and to decide the mattera 
town meeting was called to choose a com- 


mittee which should have the power to se- 
leot a Bite.

pe. During this series of years,the corpora- 
tiom has placed entire confidencein Mr. Hart, 
‘and never has had occasion to feel thatit was 
misplaced, tis urbanity of manner has won 
for him the esteem of all who have had occa- 
sion to travel over the road, and he is known 
fur his gentlemanly qualities in all sections 
of the country. Many poor persons, who 
have not had @ dime in their pockets, 
with which to proceed on their journey, 
have been made to feel the good that 
will arise from even one generous heart, ca- 
pable of bympathizing with those in need, 
when supplied with both transportation and 
money.” All men do not allow their feelings 
for the misfortunes of others to sink deep 
enough to reach their pockets. But some do, 
who ‘*do good by stealth and blush to 
find it fame.’ With words of cheer and 
advice, they give bodily comforts with no 
miser’s hand, and make the world better for 
their having lived in it, The standing of 
such men is to be envied, for while they live 
they arehonored and respected, and when 
they die their memories are cherished and re- 
vered.

the demands of the public as to leave no just 
grounds for complaint.

In Natick the un- 
dertaker was formerly appointed by the Se- 
lectmen, but of late years he has been chosen 
by the town. In West Cambridge the town 
usually chooses the undertaker, but not al- 
ways. Sumetimeshe is appointed by the 
Selectmen; but Inst year he waschosen. Yet 
others officiate there as undertakers who were 
originally appointed; such usually furnish 
their own hears), 

But the authorities of Andover say that 
that town, as a town, has nothing to do with 
the matter of burial grounds} sexton or 
hearse, Fact. religious society has its sex- 
ton, hearse, &e, The town clerk of Melrose 
says that that town has never taken any ac- 
tion in relation to funeral undertaker, but 
the whole business is done by a man appoint- 
ed by one of the religious societies of the 
place. In Waltham the Maeter of the Alme. 
honse act as undertaker, the town paying 
him, én gross , for all his services, and he re- 
funds to the town all he can collect. Mal- 
den, through its Town Clerk, says that that 
town has three undertakers—two of them 
are appointed by the religious societies of 
the place, and one by the Selectmen, ‘The 
authorities of Watertown say that the under- 
taker there is annually appointed by the Se- 
lectmen. The Town Clerk of Dorchester 
saysthatin that town there are three un- 
dertakers who are appointed by the Select- 
tnen—and hold their offige during good be- 
haviour, The Clerk of Framingham writes 
that in that town there are three undertakers 
who ‘*at the beginning of their services 
were appointed or authorised to do it by the 
Selectmen, and they go on doing it year after 
year without anything being said to them or 
by them.’’ Medford responds by saying that 
there the undertaker is appointed by the Se- 
lectmen. ‘The Selectmen of Fitchburg also 
appoint the’ undertaker. In Haverhill there 
is no undertaker appointed by the Selectmen 
nor chosen by the town, but the whole busi 
ness is open to competition. The Selectmen 
say that they have usually employed a Mr. 
Chase at a fixed price, to attend to military 
funerals, ho furnishing his own hearse, horse 
&e,, and that the Overseers of the Poor usu- 
ally employ the undertaker that will do the 
work at the most reasonable rate. 

We will give the whole of the letter verda- 
tim, received from the smart, gvell-to-do town 
of South Danvers, as very applicable to the 
case at present under consideration in Wo- 
burn: 

Sour Danvsns, March 16, 1964. 

Dear Sir—In anawer to yours of the 7th 
inst. I would say, that it has not been cus- 
tomary in South Danvers for the Selectmen 
nor the Town to appoint the undertakets or 
sextons. 

The Town owns a hearse and appoints a 
man to look after it and keep it in order; 
and the sextons of the different Religious 
Societies are permitted to use the same when 
occasion require, they being responsible to 
the man who has srecial charge of the 
hearse. 

In ad Jition, there is in town a self appoin- 
ted undertaker, who owns a hearse, which 
is much better than the town hearse, and as 
he also js a maker of coffins, and furnishes 
all articles for the burial, our people find it 


much more convenient to call upon him, and 
consequently he has had two thirds of the 


| burials the past year, and will eventually | 


have nearly all. 
Perhaps the Town has been rather negli- 
gentin regard to the matter, but the people 


have rather considered it a business open to | 
competition, feeling that if there areany evils | 


attending the present mode, they will in 
time correct the mseives, and the public at 
the same time be better accommodated, Any

Woburn Educational Commission. 

The following letter written by a former 
resident of Woburn, has been received b 
the Woburn Educational Commission for 
Freedmen. It will be seen that the educat- 
ing of the Freedmen is no insignificant task, 
and that the most ardent labor of all con- 
cerned is necessary to make the undertaking 
successful. Our Woburn Society is grow- 
ing rapidly, and we hope that the good it 
will do, will be both an honor to itwelf and 
the town, Itis needless for us to say, that 
in order to carry out the object of the society 
fully, money is needed; this fact is well 
known, and we have no doubt, but that the 
many friends of the Freedmen in Woburn 
will increase liberally the funds of the So- 
ciety, ;

I saw in the Middlesex Journal” of the 
27th ult, that the ‘* Woburn Educational 
Commission for Freedmen,"’ now numbers 
eighty members after only a few week's ex- 
istence, and that you are alive to the work 
before you, intending to support a teacher, 
and furnish such supplies from time, to time, 
ascan be had for the comfort of these un- 
fortunates who are just beginning to enjoy 
their freedom, I was speaking of your en- 
terprise to the teachers here, and they at once 
proposed thatI should write you a letter 
once a month, giving you such items of in- 
terest relating to the Freedmen, as came 
under my own observation, while they would 
give me the results of their own experience, 
if such communications could be acceptable 
to your association. I accededto their re- 
quest, as these self-denying pioneers in the 
noble work are very ambitious to do every- 
thing in their power to aid the cause, and 
were much pleased with the spirit in which 
the ladies of Woburn have taken hold of it. 
I feel a just pride in my own home, that has 
already placed her name so high on the State 
** roll of honor’ and the patriotism of her 
sons in the field, will be none the less dis- 
played by her daughters in the Freedmen’s 
camp. We have now in Newbern ten female 
teachers from Mass. viz, from Fall River, 
Worcester, and Ashby ; two each, from West 
Newton, Medford, Charlestown, and Nan- 
tucketone each, Part of these are sent out 
by a New York Missionary Society, and the 
others by the * Mass. Freedmen's Commis- 
sion" of which yours is a branch. There 
are now four established schools here. The 
* Russell School"’ named for Dr. Russell, of 
the Boston Commission; whole number of 
scholars 300, average, 160. The * Wild 
School,"’ named for Gen. Wild, — whole 
number of scholars, 160, average, 125. The 
‘+ James School,’ named for Chaplain, James, 
whele number of scholars — average 60, and 
the ** Lincoln School,’’ named for the Presi- 
dent; wholenumber of scholars 80 ; average, 
560; making the whole number of pupils, n6t 
less than 600, with an average attendance of 
nearly 400. Aside from these, schools were 
held in the camp, just outsideof Fort Totten, 
| and also at ** Howell's Camp "* on the Neuse, 
| about two miles from the centre of the town, 
until the recent apprehensions of an attack 
on Newbern, occasioned the removal of these 
camps for better security, «nd the colored 
people haveall come inside of our entrench- 
ments, and arenow working busy as bees on

| their new camp, just over the “Trent,” while 


the colored Soldiers are throwing up strong 
earthwork defences, beyond them, extending 
from the river to the covered R. R. bridge 
This ** Howell's Camp" 
is on the right bank of the * Trent"’ near the

| together with ** Camp Kimball” include all 
of the Freedmen in camp atthis place, Camp 
Kimball is a very flourishing one, lying be-

I have not time to write you in this hasty 
letter, the details of a teacher's duties in 
these camps, That none but healthy, self- 
denying, and persevering 
should attempt it, is perfectly evident.

They feel their labors are appreciated, and 
each closing week, imparts a satisfaction, 
that adds en increasing zeal to the duties of 
ithe next. Could you read some of the let- 
ters sent the teachers, by pupils who were 
| forced to leave school, because their parents 
| moved to @ distance, and required thvir labor, 
Letters so expressive of gratitude for the in- 
struction of they had received, and so in- 
| telligibly written, by those who six months 
ago, knew not one word from another, we 
would not doubt the ability of Freedmen to 
care for themaelves, when placed on an equal 
footing with foreigners. 

These colored school children 
| far better letters than the ** poor white trash” 
|(rightly named) who foster such a@ bitter 
hatred for the * Yanks.’ My position ena, 
bles me to know this, and from an experi- 
lence of nearly two years among both classes, 
| with whom I am in daily contact, lam satis- 
| fled that the negro is physically, mentally, 
| end morally, (with equal surroundings, ) 
| superior to this class of “Low white 
trash."' There is not a native North Caro- 
‘linian mechanic in this place, who can dis- 
| play moreskill either in the design, or 
execution, of his labor, than the negro,
